Summary Teoeeance Upon Snpete
Murderers Take From Jail by
Masked Party, Given Two Minutes
JTray and Strang to tho Rafters of
Stable, Where Their bodies were Rid-

dled with Bullets from Winchesters.
New Orleans, Aug. 10. Wednesday

night last, in St. Charles parish, Jules
Uueymaud, a storekeeper, was assas-
sinated while standing on his front
porch. A Sicilian named Lorenzo Sa-ladi- no

was known to have a grudge
against Gueymaud and he was sus-

pected. Circumstantial evidence
caused his arrest on Friday. The-sherif- f

had great difficulty in prevent-
ing the people from lynching Saladind
then and there and secretly conveyed
the prisoner to Hahnville, the county
seat,and placed him in jaiL This struct-
ure is a new brick building and was
guarded by a negro night watchman
who has performed the duty several,
years. Two other Italians named
Decino and Angelo Marcuso, were con-
fined in the jail for the murder of an
aged Spaniard on one of the planta-
tions.

About midnight Saturday night a
mob of about fifty, persons, well
armed, surprised the guard, battered
down the doors of the jail and took out
the three Italians. The prisoners
cried and begged for mercy, but the
crowd took them to a stable a short
distance away, gave them two minutes-i- n

which to pray, and then strung all
three of them up by the necks to the-rafter-

The crowd stood around a few min-
utes until tbe bodies ceased to strug-
gle and then opened fire from their
Winchester rifles on the dangling
forms, literally riddling them with
bullets.

The lynchers then quickly dispersed.
It is said the lynching party came from.
St. Gabriel, the former home of Guey-
maud, but none of the men were,
recognized.

Memphis, Tenn., Aug. 10. Mrs. E. G.

Hemmiugway and Miss Hemming way,,
of Carrollton, Miss., sister and niece,,
respectively, of Senator J. Z. George,,
of that state, passed through here last,
night en route to Santa Fe, N. M., on
an extremely melancholy mission. It-wa- s

to be at the bedside of the son
and brother, who was probably fatally
wouuded last Friday night in either
a peculiar accidental or an atrociously
designed manner. The name of the--

wounded man is VV. S. Hemmingway.
23 years of age, yet one of the most,
prominent and promising lawyers of
that territory.

known to him by wire, Hemmingway
was in the midst of a stirring speech,;
before a Bryan ratification audience
of 3,000, and had just finished the sen-
tence when struck in the abdomen
by a bullet fired from the audience
by a person yet unknown.

The safe was carried into a
church and blown open with gun-
powder. Appearances indicated that
half a dozen men took part in the rob-
bery.

At High Springs. Fla., on the 6th,
the boiler in the Barr Lumber Co.'s
mill exploded, fatally injuring J. C.
Barr and Nelson Bell, the latter col-
ored. J. C Esterling and two negroes
were also injured, but neither of them
fatally.

A dispatch from Brazil, on tbe 7th,
confirmed the announcement that the
government of Great Britain had ac-
knowledged the sovereignty of Brazil
over tne island ox xriniuad, oa tne
Brazilian coast.

The Park theater at Niagara Falls,
N. Y., was destroyed by fire at 1 o'clock
on the morning of the 7th, causing a
loss of 850,000, which was covered by
insurance.

One man was killed outright, two
were perhaps fatally injured, and five
others sustained more or less serious
injuries in a fire at Swift's packing
house in Kansas City, Mo., soon after,
midnight on the morning of the 7th.

Of the New York Son Slakes a General
Response to IeraonaI sad . Folltlaal
Friends Who Destra to Know His In
dividual Opinion in Reffard to the Dty
of Democrats la tha Present Caanpalf n
Narw York,: Aug. ?. The Sun prints

tbe following editorial, signed by u.
A. Dana:

"Some personal response seems to be due to
the numerous friends who have sought from
me an expression of my Individual opinion as
to the duty la the present political eampatra
ot tuose who adhere to the principles wales
hitherto have characterized the democratic
party.

"The declaration of notions adopted in the
name of the democracy by the Chicago con
vention is for the most part so hostile to tht
doctrines which have prevailed in the demo-
cratic party in the past as to demand its re-
jection by all those who would not abandon
the democracy's essential ideas and best tra--
aittons.

"The Chisago platform invites us to estab-
lish a currency which will enable a man Us
pay his debts with half as much property as
he would have to use ia order to pay them
now. This proposition is dishonest. I do not
say that all the advocates of tbe free coinagt
of silver are dishonest. Thousands ot them,
millions if there be so many, are doubtless
honest in intention. But I am unable to rec
oncile with any idea of integrity a change in
the law which will permit a man who has bor
rowed a hundred dollars to pay his debts with
s hundred dollars, each one of which is worth
only half as much as each dollar he received
from the lender.
. "The Chicago platform sanctions the use of
the appointing power ot the president in sack
s way as to control tbe federal Judiciary in de-
ciding questions ot constitutional law. Iteon
templates a change In the personnel of the su
preme court of the United States to the end
that the recent deeision declaring the income
tax unconstitutional maybe reversed. Strange
times, indeed, are these, when a man Is told
that In order to be a democrat he must favor
the Imposition of an Income tax and the de
struction of the independence of the u--
Hciary.

"Still more alarming is the elearly Implied
spproval of lawless violence contained in the
denunciation of what is denominated In the
platform 'government by injunction. Veiled
in the language of moderation, the wild light
of anarchy shines through.

"In my opinion, without reviewing the Chl- -
;ago platform further, the declarations In re
tard to the currency, the supreme court and
the income tax. and the repression of forcible
lawlessnesby the aid of injunctions are enough
to demand its rejection by all good citizens
tnd the defeat of the candidates who stand
upon it.

"I regret exceedingly to find a disposition
juite prevalent to array the west against the
east in the discussion of these matters. I see
no occasion for making our differences sec
tionaL Here there is no political hostility to
ward the west, such as Is expressed toward the
east by some western newspapers and public
speakers. Good citizens can perhaps best aid
the cause of honest money and law and order
by devoting more time to rational argument
and less to Inefficient abuse.

"All questions relating to the tariff have be
some insignificant for the time being. In view
or the possibility, however slight, that the
abhorrent principles of the Chicago platform
may prevail. The duty and necessity to com
pass the final overthrow of that platform by
assisting in the defeat of Wm. J. Bryan
are most imperative and solemn. This may
most certainly be accomplished by voting for
the electors pledged to the support of Wnu
McKinley, but I have no quarrel with any
democrat who adopts any other course which
teems to him equally well adapted or better
adapted to the same end.
